Twelve million dollars is a stake 
worth playing for. That is the value 
of the Egyptian cotton imported into 
the United States, which is the great­ 
est cotton-producing country in the 
world. The v an ity of cotton most 
extensively grown in Egypt is known 
as the M-.it Afifi. It has a soft, rather 
crinkly fiber of a characteristic light 
brown color that renders it especial­ 
ly useful for certain classes of cot­ 
ton goods in which the natural color 
of the fiber is re tamed. 
The best Egyptian cottons bring a 
price second only to that paid for 
ti J highest grades »c*f Sea Island, be­ 
in-- used solely in the manufacture of 
the finest goods. They arle especially 
suitable for mercerizing, taking this 
process better than the native Am­ 
erican cottons, and are largely used 
for mixing with silk and for the 
manufacture of cloths in which a 
high finish and luster are required. 
The United States departm ent of 
Agriculture is endeavoring to devel­ 
op Egyptian cotton culture in the 
United States. As a result of experi­ 
ments that have been carried on for 
the past seven years several distinct 
types have or gimped from the stock 
of impoi ted seed of the M-it Afifi va­ 
riety wit a which tile work was be­ 
gun.

fOHowed in cotton-breeding work in 
the Southwest will be found in Bul­ 
letin 200, entitled

Spinners who have examined sam­ 
ples of the acclimatized Egyptian fi­ 
ber grown last year in the southwest 
pronounce it to he in every way as 
well adapted to their requirements as 
is the imported cotton of correspond­ 
ing grades.

A sweeping investigation into the 
system by which teachers are em­ 
ployed in the state norm als and the 
salaries which are paid, may follow a 
resolution 
which 
Senator 
Franklin 
of Madill will introduce in the sen­ 
ate.

only a useless number of teachers 
is employed, but that many of them 
are unable to determine just what 
their work is. 


In many places a librarian is be­ 
ing paid a fancy salary, it is said, 
wrhen the entire library of the school 
consists of a single dictionary. In the 
Chickasha 
Industrial 
school, 
one 
teacher—eighteen in all—is employed 
for each thirteen pupils. In another 
school a teacher is employed for two 
pupils, it is said. tin the purchase of 
typewriters for these schools, as well 
as other supplies., the state educa­ 
tional departm ent has paid, it is said, 
from twenty to twenty-five per cent 
more for them than in any other 
state department. 


Numerous teachers are employed 
at the beginning of school term s in 
anticipation that the enrollment dur­ 
ing the year may be large enough to 
require full time. In the Alva nor­ 
mal almost a dozen teachers are paid 
large salaries. Thus far only the Cen­ 
tral normal has been found to con­ 
tain no teachers whose services wrerv 
not actually required.

MODEL VILLAGE OF GERMANY 


Construction of Gmindorodorf Br in 91 
HlgK Pro iso Prom a British 
Authority. 


A model of tho workmen’s village 
of Gmlndorsdorf, belonging to 
th# 
firm of Ulrich Qminder, Ltd., cotton 
•pinners, near Reutllngen, was tho 
boot work of its kind exhibited at the 
Vienna Housing congress. 
It was an 
example of the successful effect of 
low tones, and judging from the model 
and from numerous photographs and 
plans the village itself is very suc­ 
cessful in its general design. 
The 
village stands on rising ground, and 
one of the principal streets leads up 
to an Irregular market place with a 
fountain, in the 
picturesque 
style 
which is so much in vogue in modem 
German street planning. 
The area of the village is 33 acres. 
The houses are the property of the 
firm. On April I, 1910, there were 48 
buildings, comprising 151 dwellings, 
the rents varying from £11 I4s. per 
annum for two rooms and kitchen to 
£11 14s. per annum for four rooms 
and kitchen. 
All the living rooms 
have a southern exposure. There ar# 
in addition two schools, an Inn and a 
•tore. Th# plan of the village shows 
that the works do not form part of 
the village, as in Bournvllle and Port 
Sunlight, but ai# situated a short dis­ 
tance away. 
In the design of some of the houses 
there is to be noticed, though not to 
such a great extent as elsewhere, the 
German ornateness 
of 
roof 
lines. 
Probably the tendency, which is so 
common in Germany, to make the 
roof heavy and full of detail is partly 
explained by the proximity of timber, 
rendering possible what would
